ORDERED TO BE 
DEPORTED 


Latest Version Of 
Angus Ward Case 


Washington, Nov. 27.—Mr William 
Stokes, American Vice-Consul at Mukden, 
Manchuria, has been freed by the Chinese 
Communists and ordered to be deporte 
along with all the other mon-Chineso 
employees of the Consulate, the Stato 
Department announced today. 

Consul General Augus Ward, who was freed 
by the Communists only last Tuesday after being 
convicted on an assault charge, revealed that Mr 
Stokes was released after being forced to attend a 
Communist “People’s Court” which was trying an 
alleged “American spy ring.” ° . 

. Mr Ward said no Americans and no Consular em- 
ployees were involved fn tho trial. The accused were 
all; Chinese, Japanese or Koreans. But ail were sentened, 
he’ added, after the final hearing which Mr Stolces was 
compelled ‘to attend as an “o%server.” A mass deporta- 
tion order followed immediately.- : 

The State Department spokesman, Michael Mc+ 
Dermott, quoted Mr Ward as saying that the order 


affected cight other Americans and two Europeans 
in addition to himself and Mr Stokes.

There were many witnesses and 
an interpreter who had seen 
the beating.” 


Tho victim also testified, com- 
plete with'scar on forchind. 
‘There was a photograph of the 
victim sprawled on the floor of 
the Consulate, but tha radio 
did not ‘explain how a photo- 
grapher had happened to be on 
the scene. °
